The Benton Standard publishes the following 
reference to Mrs. Copple's sudden demise: 


Mrs. Mary A. Copple, wife of A.L. Copple, died suddenly at the Hudson 

House on Tuesday the 26th inst. She had been suffering with trouble in her 
stomach for some days, but was not thought to be in a dangerous condition. 

It is supposed she was suddenly seized with heart trouble. Her husband was 
with her. Her son, Wm. Hooey, left on the morning train for Du Quoin, 

thinking his mother was better. Mrs. Copple was about 50 years old. The body 
was taken to Du Quoin and the funeral occurred there Thursday morning. The 
bereaved husband and family have the deep sympathy of the community in their 
sudden affliction." 


Transcriber's Note: Mary Ann Topping was born about 1839 in Ohio. She first 
married Levi Gant in 1855. She second married Peter Hooey in 1861. She third 
married Albert Copple in 1890 in Perry County. She died 26 Dec 1899 at the 
age of 60 and is buried at Cudgetown Cemetery.

James P. Cowens

James P. Cowens was born April 2, 1828 in Bedlington, near New Castle on 
Tyne, England. Mr Cowens emigrated to America in 1851 and settled in 
Kentucky and while in this state was married to Miss Elizabeth Hunter of 
Hawesville on May 2, 1853. 


In the year 1857, he with his family, moved to Du Quoin and had resided in this 
community almost continuously until his demise, moving to this city in 1881. 


When war broke out in 1860, Mr. Cowens, then a resident of Du Quoin was one 
of the first to enlist for three years in Co. A 81st Regiment, Illinois Volunteer 
Infantry and while the company was stationed at Anna, he was selected Captain, 
an honor he well deserved. Owing to his faithfulness, he was promoted Major of 
his regiment, June 10, 1864. He was a participant in the 20 battles fought by his 
regiment with one exception which occurred while he was suffering from a gun 
shot wound received at the battle of Guntown Mississippi, where he 
distinguished himself for conspicuous gallantry and courage in the field. 

During the last year of the war, Major Cowens served on the staff of General 
Geddes and was mustered out of the service at the expiration of his enlistment, 
August 5, 1865. 


Coming to Pickneyville in 1881, he became one of our best and most prominent 
citizens, engaging in coal mining and merchandising until two years before his 
death, when he retired from business. At his death, he being a prominent 
member of the G.A.R. Post, No. 219, located at Pickneyville, the name of the post 


was changed to J. P. Cowens Post, No. 219, G.A.R. 


He died at his ??fly residence in this city on Wednesday, April 20, 1982 after a 
period of about three months' suffering. Besides his wife, he left five children, 
Mrs. Will Stumpf, of Ashley; Mrs. A.J. McElvain, W.P. Cowens, Mrs. Philip A. 
Gruner and Robert of this place. His remains were interred at the Odd Fellows' 
Cemetery, services conducted by Pickneyville Post G.A.R. assisted by the Du 
Quion Post, in accordance with his last wish.

RESOLVED, That in the death of Major Cowens this post has lost one of its 
zealous supporters; his wife a devoted husband, his children a loving father, and 
the community a worthy citizen. 


RESOLVED, that these resolutions be entered on the records of our post, and for 
the next thirty days our charter be draped in mourning.

our deceased comrade, and copies of the same sent to the National Tribune, 
Pickneyville Democrat and DuQuion Tribune for publication.

Coming to Perry County in 1857, and 
settling in Duquion, he has resided here almost continuously ever since, moving 
to this city in 1881. Here he was one of our best and most prominent citizens, 
engaging in coal mining and merchandising until two years since, when he retires 
from business. 


Besides his esteemed wife, he leaves five sorrowing children; Mrs. Will Stumpf of 
Chestor; Mrs. A.J. McElvain, of Hoisington, Kas.; Mr. W.P. Cowens of Duquion; 
Mrs. Phillip A. Gruner and Master Robert, the youngest, of this city. 


Funeral services were held at the residence, at 9:30 this morning, and the 
remains interred in the Odd Fellows cemetery. Pickneyville Post, G.A.R. of 
which he was an honored member, assisted by the Duquion Post conducted the 
services in accordance with his last wishes.

This former Du Quion resident Served as Rural Mail Carrier for 22 Years 
Pickneyville Advocate 


William P. Cowens, was born at Du Quion, IIl., Oct. 28, 1859, and died at his 
home in this city Friday, April 28, 1922, at the age of 62 years, 6 months and 5 
days. 


Brother Cowens was the oldest son of Maj. P. and Elizabeth Cowens, prominent 
and highly respected family of this city for many years. 


The local Post of the Grand Army of the Republic was named in honor of Major 
Cowens, as a tribute to his record in the Civil War 


On August 10, 1889, Mr. Cowens was united in matrimony with Sophia E. 
Bayless, and to this union there were born three children, two of whom have 
passed beyond; a son, James L., who died in infancy and a daughter Olga who 
died at the age of 18. The death of Miss Olga was a serious blow to the Cowens 
family. She had just completed her schooling here and was a daughter in whom 
the family was justly proud. 


This sudden and unexpected death of her father was on the 13th anniversary of 
her passing. 


The entire life of Mr. Cowens was spent in this county. He was associated with 
his father in the mercantile business, and for the past 22 years he has served as 
rural carrier. His record in the mail service is believed to be without equal in 
Perry County. He was appointed Nov. 23, 1900, and serving continuously since 
that date he has been affiliated with the Pickneyville postoffice under the 
administration of five postmasters: Dr. Huntsinger, Robert Roe, Dr. 
McCandless, Miss Marion McCandless, and the present Postamaster, Thos. L. 
Wallace. 


This bears evidence of his efficiency, and the high esteem in which he was held by 
those with whom he came in contact. 


Mr. Cowens leaves a widow and one daughter, Miss Bonnie, of this city, and a 


step-son, Clarence Bayless of St. Louis, two sisters, Ernestine, widow of the late 
P.A. Gruner, and Mrs. A.J. McElvain of this city, and one brother, Robert J., in 
California. 


Funeral service was held at the M.E. church Sunday afternoon at 2:30, 
conducted by Rev. White of the First Presbyterian church, in the absence of the 
pastor, Rev. Reese. Interment in the I.0.0.F. cemetery.

Death Claims one of Pickneyville's Old Citizens

Once more our city has been called upon to give up one of her oldest and most 
respected citizens, Mrs. Elizabeth Hunter Cowens, who died at her home her 
Nov. 15, 1910, at 10:30 a.m. at the age of 75 years, one month and one day. 

Mrs. Cowens last illness was of short duration, being confined in her bed less 
then one week, but was dangerously ill from the first with congestion of the lungs 
from which she suffered intensely and was relieved by death. 


Miss Elizabeth Hunter was born in Northumberland England, Oct. 15th, 1835. 
When about nine years of age, she immigrated with her parents to the United 
States. 


The family settled at Hawesville, Ky., where the deceased remained until her 
marriage to Major J.P. Cowens, who was as well and favorably known here as 
his companion. 


She and Mr. Cowens were married May 4, 1853, and came to DuQuoin where 
they resided until they took up their residence in Pickneyville, which was in 1881.

She was an active member of the Women's Relief Corps, so far as her years and 
her strength would permit, which is an auxiliary to James P. Cowens Post, 
G.A.R., which was so called to do honor to her husband and the old soldiers 
faithful comrade. 


Mrs. Cowens was a friend to the old soldier boys, and did many a kind act to 
relieve a soldier and his family. 


She loved children and flowers, and was Grandma to everybody. 

Funeral services was held at the Methodist church, Thursday afternoon, at 2 
o'clock, and was conducted by Rev. Fred Thompson, pastor of the church. 
Interment occurred in the city cemetery, beside her husband who died April 20, 


1892. 


One sister, Miss Margaret Hunter, of St. Louis, and eight grandchildren and one 
great grandchild mourn the death of mother, sister and grandmother. The 
children have the sympathy of all. For we may have friends, fond, dear, kind 
friends, but never again will we have the unexpressible love and gentleness 
lavished upon us which none but a mother bestows.

OLD CITIZEN GONE 


John Bailey Davis was a native of Virginia, born March 4, 1833, died in 
this city where he had resided for many years May 5, 1907, being at the 
time of his death 74 years, 2 months, and 1 day. 


He was the youngest of a family of twelve of which William Davis, (the 
father of John S. Davis) was the oldest, he having been born in 1802. 


The long period of the life of the subject of this sketch, together with 

the fact of his association with the members of his father's family so 

much older than himself, gave him a good personal knowledge of the good 
old times when in this part of the country, the conditions of living 

very different from the present. The number of persons who are now able 
to recount from personal experience the old time ways of living are very 
few. 


Esquire Davis has probably served the people of this county in the 
capacity of Justice of the Peace for a greater number of years than any 
other man and to his credit it may be said that few, if any, have more 
uniformly and equitably administered to the laws unawed by influence and 
unbridled by gain. He was admitted to the practice of law many years 
ago, but attempted very little in that line. His whole course of life 

was that of an upright, honorable citizen, and what he may have faith to 
aquire in the way of personal gain and advancement has been made up to 
him in the degree of confidence and esteem in which he had been held by 
the public. He was a man of more than ordinary strength of mind, but 
unassuming in disposition. 


He was married December 4, 1856 to Miss Susan King, a sister of Captain 
Jeff King and a daughter of Samuel King. She was born in St. Frances, 

MO. After 38 years of happy wedded life, a few years of which was spent 
on a farm in Beaucoup precinct, this loved companion, who was a faithful 
christian and devoted member of the Baptist church, laid down the burden 


of this life and went to the world beyond to whose realm five children 
preceded her. Don Davis, the youngest of the group is the sole survivor 
of the family and in his home the father lived the latter years of his 

life and there died. The names of the deceased children are Margaret 
A., Susan H., Samuel B., John, and Walter. 


On December 24, 1895, Squire Davis was married to Agnes Campbell, but 
death called her to her heavenly home May 9, 1901.

ANOTHER OLD SETTLER GONE HOME

Henry Schroeder, was born at Osthofen, Rheine province, Grand Duchy Hessen, 
Germany, November 3, 1840. In his native land he received a thorough education 
in the German state school. At the age of 15 he left the land of his nativity in 
company of his parents and three brothers and three sisters, for America. After 
landing at New Orleans they proceeded up the Mississippi river till they reached 
the state of Illinois. 


In the vicinity of Maestown they settled on a farm where the descendent with his 
father and brothers followed the pursuit of agriculture. Moved however by the 
spirit that animates many younger men of the rural districts he left the farm and 
entered the employ of the Milling Company at Waterloo, IIl., and learned the 
coopers trade. 


While at Waterloo he joined the Evangelical church at that place, taking an active 
part in church work and the choir. Thus it came that he made the acquaintance of 
Miss M. Barbara Hattinger, who was residing at the home of the pastor, with the 
result that on December 22 1863 they were united in wedlock by Rev. Steiner, the 
pastor. To this union eight children were born, one of whom, Henry at the age of 
eleven, some thirty eight years ago preceded the father to the grave. 


The family resided first at Waterloo, then at Centerville, later at Freeburg and in 
1868 they became residents of Pinckneyville where the deceased followed his 
chosen trade as cooper at our mills. 


During his residence of almost half a century here he was a church member of the 
St. Paul church where he was a regular in attendance and took a marked interest in 


the choir. He was also a charter member of the 1.0.0.F. of this city. 


Several years ago owing to advanced age and a complication of liver trouble and 


hardening of the arteries, he was compelled to retire from his work. While for a 
while he was able to be about, yet his malady was of a nature that he required 
almost constant attention. This he received from the family as far as they were 
capable of giving it. Then several years ago while with his children at St. Louis, Mo., 
it was deemed best to remove him to a city hospital and "Altenheim". At these 
institutions the past three years he was practically a burden to himself. 


Last Thursday morning God saw fit to relieve him of his suffering after human skill 
had given up its task to relieve his condition. His passing came at the age of 78 
years, 1 month and 2 days, and saddens the heart of the mother with the seven 

children, 19 grandchildren, three great-grand-children and one surviving brother.

Hiram Carroll Jenkins/Jinkins was born June 30, 1815 in (probably Caldwell 
Co.) Kentucky to Arthur B. Jinkins and Mary “Polly” Gillihan, the third of 
eleven children of that union. The family moved to Perry County where they 
appeared on the 1830 census. 


Hiram married Orinda H. Engram in Perry County on November 24, 1836. A 
son, George E.E. Jinkins was born to them February 11, 1838. An unnamed 
infant was born November 17, 1839 and died four days later. This unnamed 

infant is believed to be the first burial in the Jinkins/Jenkins family cemetery, on 
property owned by Hiram. This was the Southwest Quarter of the Southwest 
Quarter of Section 10, Township 6. Range 4 West of the third meredian. Orinda 
died April 10, 1841. Shortly after her death, Hiram married Juliet Threlkel 
Greene, a widow with a small daughter the same age as Hiram’s son 
George. Nine children were born to Hiram and Juliet. Three died in infancy, 
and are buried in the family cemetery. Their children were William F, Benjamin 
F, Alfred C, Francis Marion, Sarah J and Juliet A. Jenkins. 


Hiram lived all his adult life in Perry County, where he was a farmer. Juliet died 
on July13, 1877, and Hiram died less than a year later on May 30, 1878. He was 
buried with both wives in the family cemetery, which was moved to a section of 
1.0.0.F. Cemetery in Percy, Randolph County in 1974.

Henry Schroeder, was born at Osthofen, Rheine province, Grand Duchy Hessen, 
Germany, November 3, 1840. In his native land he received a thorough education 
in the German state school. At the age of 15 he left the land of his nativity in 
company of his parents and three brothers and three sisters, for America. After 
landing at New Orleans they proceeded up the Mississippi river till they reached 
the state of Illinois. 


In the vicinity of Maestown they settled on a farm where the descendent with his 
father and brothers followed the pursuit of agriculture. Moved however by the 
spirit that animates many younger men of the rural districts he left the farm and 
entered the employ of the Milling Company at Waterloo, IIl., and learned the 
coopers trade. 


While at Waterloo he joined the Evangelical church at that place, taking an 
active part in church work and the choir.

MARK STOWERS LOSES LIFE IN RAILROAD ACCIDENT LAST 
THURSDAY EVENING

under the wheels of a car last week being fatally injured at Prairie du Rocher 
Thursday evening and dying early the next morning in the Red Bud hospital. His 
wife, parents and other relatives were there when he died and was conscious 
almost to the last. 


With great fortitude he talked of the accident with his wife and parents, and 
assured them that he would be all right and not to feel too badly. He even went so 
far as to say he could get another kind of job and said "'we'll be all right." 


Mark was injured when as a flying switch was made at the Prairie du Rocher 
siding, he slipped in crossing the tracks and fell, the car running over him and 
severing both legs, on of them at the thigh and the other well above the knee. 


When the train crew picked him up he asked them where his legs were severed 
and when they told him he said "I'll not recover" and then made a renewed 
profession of faith in Christ, the savior. 


The funeral services wee held at the Methodist church Sunday afternoon at 2 
o'clock. Internment following at the I.0.0.F. cemetery. The services were very 
largely attended and at the home of his wife's mother, Mrs. Anna Held, where 
the remains lay until the funeral. A large number of friends called to pay their 

last respects. There was a profusion of floral offerings, for respect and 
condolence. 


Mark Stowers was born at East St. Louis, ILL, March 14, 1920, he was therefore 
22 year, 6 months and 22 days of age at his death. The family moved to Perry 
county when he was a young boy, residing near Swanwick, but Mark attended 
grade school here and later went through high school in Pinckneyville, where he 
was a popular student and highly esteemed by his classmates.

Death came at the Pinckneyville Community Hospital he was instrumental in 
founding. It followed a lengthy illness. 


Dr. Templeton is survived by his widow, the former Isabelle Boeheim of 
DuQuoin; one daughter, Miss Jane Isabelle Templeton, at home; and two 
brothers, Thomas L. Templeton of Pinckneyville and Robert B. Templeton of Du 
Quoin.

Dr. Templeton was "Illinois Physician of the Year" in 1952 and the subject of a 
nationally televised program, ''This Is Your Life''. He was a past president of the 
Illinois State Medical Society (1941-42) and a member of its select ''50 Year 
Club" since 1948. 


He served under both Republican and Democratic administrations as a member 

of the Governor's advisory board of cancer control, Illinois Department of Public 

Health, and was instrumental in securing a cancer clinic for Marshall Browning 
Hospital of Du Quoin. 


Prison physician at Menard for two years, Dr. Templeton was honorary surgeon 
for the Missouri-Pacific and Illinois Central Railroads. 


The widely known physician, who typified the beloved ''country doctor", was 
active in many fields. He was a former mayor of Pinckneyville and was one of the 
group which secured establishment of the municipal water works system there. 


He was for years Chairman of the Perry County Republican Central Committee, 
was a past president of the First National Bank of Pinckneyville and a long 
member of the high school board of education. 


A lifetime member of DuQuoin Lodge 884, Benevolent and Protective Order of 
Elks, he was a charter member and past president of the Pinckneyville Rotary 
Club, a charter member of the Elks Country Club, a member of the Modern 

Woodman Lodge and Mitchell Lodge 84, Ancient Free and Accepted Masons. 


He was born in a log cabin southwest of Pinckneyville on March 23, 1871, Dr. 
Templeton was a son of the late William H. and Margaret Eliza (Craig) 
Templeton. His first marriage in November, 1899, was to Anna Galloway. To this 
union was born a daughter, Elizabeth Jane, who died in 1922., one year before 
her mother passed away. Dr. Templeton's marriage to Miss Boeheim occurred in 

Du Quoin in 1938. 


As a young man, Dr. Templeton taught at the Baird, Bigham and Thompson 
rural 
schools to earn funds to further his education in the St. Louis College of 
Physicians and Surgeons. 


His ''shingle'' went up in the Village of Cutler in March, 1898, but he soon 
moved to Pinckneyville where he continued his career until illness forced him to 


retire on June 24, 1959. 


In one year, Dr. Templeton's name appeared in five different ''Who's Who" 
publications. 


He lived by a creed that hung on the walls of his county seat office: ''I shall pass 

through this world but once. Any good I can do, or any kindness that I can show 

to any human being, let me do it now. Let me not defer it, for I shall not pass this 
way again".

F.M. VALERIUS, 78, DENMARK, KILLED IN TRACTOR ACCIDENT

F.M. Valerius, 78, prominent Perry County farmer, was fatally injured Wednesday 
as he attempted to move a fallen limb with his tractor. 


His body was discovered about 9:30 pm by members of the Denmark Baptist 
congregation who had begun a search when Mrs. Vallerius arrived at the church 
and advised that her husband was missing. She had not been at home during the 

day. 


Perry County Coroner John Gaetz of Du Quoin said the accident occurred west of 
Denmark about three and one-half miles from the Valerius home, which is located 
southeast of the community. 


Valerius was apparently trying to move a limb, six to eight inches in diameter, 
which was partially imbedded in the ground. He had hooked a chain to a stump, 
looped it around the limb, then hooked it to his tractor. When Valerius tugged on 
the limb, it evidently flipped over, striking him on the head and knocking him off 
the machine and in front of a wheel, according to the coroner. 


The victim suffered a fractured skull and crushed chest. Gaetz said it is possible he 
was killed by the blow from the limb. The body was found by Clarence Lindner and 
Lawrence Mohr. 


A son of the late Fred and Elizabeth Valerius, the deceased was born one-half 
mile west of Denmark on October 22, 1880 and had lived his entire life time in that 
community. 


He was married to the former Rebecca Schneider on September 9, 1908 at 
Campbell Hill. She survives. 


Also surviving are two sons, Dwight Valerius of Campbell Hill and Homer Valerius 
of Harlingen, Texas; two daughters, Mrs. Beulah Aubry of Jacob and Mrs. LaVaughn 
Lindner of Pinckneyville; and 10 grandchildren and seven great grandchildren.

Born in Summer CO., Tennessee July 18, 1821. At the age of 10 years he moved 
to Illinois with his parents and settled in Pope county, from there he moved to 
Kaskaskia, Illinois and made the first settlement, in the grand state of Illinois, his 
home for 8 years. While there he carried the mail through parts of Illinois and 
Missouri until the death of his father , then his mother moved her family back to 
Perry CO., and made her home with her sisters near Miller Hill. Here his mother 
died and he and his two brothers made their home with their aunt until they 
were grown. He was married Aug. 19, 1863 to Miss Ruth Ragland. They resided 
in Perry CO., until about 1877 when they moved to Franklin CO. Mrs. West died 
Dec. 2, 1889 after which Mr. West moved back to Perry County. 


The deceased has resided with his children since his wife died and at the time of 
his death he was residing with his grand son, J.W. Holman of this city. 


Mr. West was an earnest christian, a conscientious and up right man. He was 
baptised many years ago by Elder David Huggins, and united with the old 
Swanwick Baptist church which was located at the grave yard on the Thomas 
Keene place a few miles north of Pinckneyville. He was licensed to preach and 
Elder J. C. Harriss well remembers having heard him preach more than 50 years 
ago, in an old school house in Holts Prairie, using this text: ''Prepare to meet thy 
God."

Bryant West, formerly of Holts Prairie, west of this city, but later of Centralia, died 
yesterday at 11 o'clock at the home of his grandson William Holeman, at 
Pinckneyville, aged 84 years and 6 months. The direct cause of his death was 
dropsy, complicated with general debility. 


The deceased was born in eastern Tennessee, July 25th, 1819. He came with his 
parents to this state in 1824 and settled at Kaskaskia. His next home was in Holts 
Prairie where he lived for many years. Following his residence there he removed to 
Franklin county and there in 1843 was united in marriage to Ruth Ragland who 
preceded him to the grave 8 years ago. Since the death of his wife he has made his 
home with his son Joe T. West at Centralia, who in company with J. L. Ragland of 
this city went over to Pinckneyville this morning to attend the funeral which took 
place at 2 o'clock at the residence of Mr. Holeman. Internment in Saddler 
Cemetery. 


Besides the son mentioned above, a daughter, Mrs. Mary Pedrick survives him.

Mrs. Frances Williams passed away Friday evening at the home of her daughter, 
Mrs. Jacob Beard, south of the city, after a lingering illness with diabetes. 

The funeral occurred Sunday afternoon, from the Baptist church of our city. She 
was a devoted Christian, and lived so near her Lord that others could see that she 
had learned of Him. Her patience and beauty of disposition was exemplified and 
brought to a test in the dark hours through weary years of suffering and pain. 

Four children mourn her loss; J.E. of our city; B.F. of Carbondale: W. E. of Eldorado; 
and Alice, wife of Jacob Beard, of Old Town. At the home of the last named, her 
closing years were peacefully spent, made yet happier by the devotion of children 
and grandchildren.

He is son of Martha Wells & William Williams. 


Daniel Lewis Williams was born on a farm in Christian County, Ky., Sept. 
13,1822. At the age of thirteen years he came to Perry county, Illinois, where he 
remained until his death, having reached the age of 74 years, 5 months and 8 
days. 


He was married to Miss Alice Tinsley, who survives him, in this county, October 
12, 1851. Two children were the fruits of this union, both of whom are living and 
have families of their own. 


He became a member of the Christian church about the year 1850, and retained 
his membership until his death. Daniel L. Williams inherited from both his 
parents strong Revolutionary blood, and throughout the whole of his long span 
of years, most worthy did he prove himself of such an heritage. 


Born and raised in the dominions of slavery, and while yet in his boyhood's days, 
he saw the cruel injustice of the institution, and then and there his upright soul 
revolted against it, and he commenced by every means within his power to 
alleviate its wrongs, and never for one moment did he deviate from his earliest 
convictions or cease from his efforts until the proclamation of President Lincoln 
had placed the boon of liberty within the hands of every black man, woman and 
child within the United States. 


Later in life he became convinced that the liquor traffic was the crowning evil of 
our country, and with all the strength of his unyielding convictions, he fought it 
while he lived. 


Funeral services were conducted from the residence, on Sunday, 14th, before a 
large concourse of friends and neighbors, by Rev. J. H. Stark, of this city, and the 
remains were conveyed to their last resting place at Friendship burial ground. 
Peace be to his ashes.
